The sign 
board where the road divides is resuming 
the importance which it had in olden 
times but which it lost when traffic 
began to move by rail almost exclusively. 
The use of the motor car has restored 
the country highways to their pristine 
importance, A large sum of money will 
be available for expenditure on the high- 
ways of King county this year. It 
amounts to $4,430,600. Naturally the 
Seattle Automobile Club is deeply con- 
cerned in a wise use of this fund. The 
plan is to build about 200 miles of road 
with modefn materials and under skilful 
engineering. The lesson has been thor- 
oughly learned that money spent on 
roads is wasted unless the construetion 
is permanent. The idea of permanent 
road construction is as new in thfs 
country as it Is profitable. Seattle and 
King county, it is agreeable to notice, 
have abandoned the old wasteful system 
of road-building. The Pacific highway 
is to be constructed, as far as Seattle 
can controt it, after the best engineer- 
ing plans that can be obtained. The 
same will be done with the other great 
scenic roads which traverse King county. 
The habit of perpetual reconstruction 
upon the highways ought to be overcome. 
It is as expensive as it is foolish. Tem- 
porary repairs to roads are in the end 
many times as costly as permanent engi- 
neering.

ANCON. C. Z.—The subsistence de- 
partment has taken charge of the estate 
known as Palenquillo and Frijol Grande, 
which comprises lands lying along the 
Panama railroad relocation, and extend- 
ing from the old site of Bohio to Caimi- 
to. Title to this land passed to the 
'United States through awards for dam- 
| ages made to the owners by the joint 
land commission. The land between 
Gatun and Gamboa, recently declared a 
reservation, also includes a number of 
other cultivations which are a pert of 
the Frijoles plantation. Some of these 
contain valuable fruit trees, together 
with a considerable amount of cane and 
bananas. 

There are at present on the farm a 
considerable number of banana walks in 
productive state. The Frijoles banana is 
considered superior in quality to others in 
this part of the isthmus, and for years 
vendors have done a profitable business 
in selling to passengers at the Frijoles 
railroad station. 

It is planned to go into banana culture 
on a scale sullicient to meet the commis- 
sary and hotel requirements, and also 
to raise an adequaée supply of oranges, 
limes, and avocadoes. To-this end over 
1000 avocado seeds have already been 
planted, all from Jamaican stock, 

There are about 275 acres of cultivable 
land in the tract. A great deal of the 
original estate was inundated by Gatun 
lake, and a considerable part of the 
remaining portion above the 87-foot level 
has been detached and isolated, making 
it necessary to use a launch in visiting 
the various sections. It ie not planned 
to do any intensive farming, and the 
products will be limited in the main to 
the articles mentioned above, with the 
addition possibly of corn and plantains. 
The farm arrangements are in the hands 
of Ernest Bradford, chemist for the 
subsistence department. All products 
derived from the estate are handled 


through the local purchasing agent of 
the Panama railroad,

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FEDERAL LABOR 
AID BUREAU IS 
SECRETARY'S AIM 


Establishment of Employment 
Branch in United States Gov- 
ernment -Advocated by W. B. 
Wilson in Seattle Convention 


UNIONISM CONNECTED 


SEATTLE, Wash.—Delegates reassem- 
bling for today’s session of the American 
Federation of Labor talked with en- 
thusiasm of the establishment of a fed- 
eral employment bureau, as advocated by 
Secretary of Labor William B, Wilson in 
‘an address delivered before the conven- 
tion here Wednesday. 

Mr. Wilson said he wished to see 
formed and operated within the depart- 
ment of labor a bureau of information 
that will be handled much on the same 
lines as other government bureaus of in- 
formation. In thia bureau, with the aid 
of the immense number of government 
employees scattered over the country, 
there will be gathered the information 
of where men can find employment, the 
Wages they will receive, the hours of 
employment, the conditions under which 
they toil, whether or not a trade union 
is recognized, and whether or not any 
trade dispute exists where the employ- 
ment may be had. 

The bureau will then, according to 
the plan, condense that information 
into a sheet that can be posted in every 
postoffice in the* United-States and in 
every other place where men congregate, 
so that they will have the information 
relative to where employment can be had 
and the kind of employment, and the 
conditions as to unionism or non-union- 
ism existent there. 

Mr. Wilson, who declared that the de- 
partment of labor, as now organized, 
will be utilized to cooperate with the 
trade union movement, advocated as a 
means of avoiding strikes the publica- 
tion of the earningycapacity of employ- 
ers against whom walkouts are con- 
templated. 

Of the situation at Calumet, Mich., the 
secretary said that it has been the 
custom hitherto to publish the wages, 
hours and working conditions of the 
workmen, but it is now intended to 
make public the earning capacity of the 
employers. 

“The Calumet & Hecla Company,” he 
continued, “was organized in 1870 and 
was capitalized at $7,500,000, although 
the actual investment was only half of 
that. Thus far the company has de- 

ared $121,000,000 dividends and has 
made reinvestments totaling $75,000,000, 

‘sides paying expenses and the enormous 
salaries of officers.” 

This company, the secretary said, has 
refused to meet the employees or to ac- 
cept the mediation of the department 
of labor; they said that the property was 
their own and that they could use it as 
they saw fit.. Mr. Wilson sgid that stand 
was on a wrong conception of titles to 
property, and “will force society to mod- 
ify the laws.” 


MINES MANAGER 
MAKES REJOINDER 
TO SECY. WILSON 


CALUMET, Mich.—General Manager 
James MacNaughton of the Calumet & 
Hecla Mining Company, commenting on 
Secretary Wilson’s statement at Seattle 


of the policy of the copper mines of 
Michigan, said: 

“Mr. Wilson, through representatives 
of his department, made a thorough in- 
vestigation of strike conditions. Up- 
ward of 20 of the mining companies 
answered a series of 110 questions each. 

“Mr. Wilson’s criticism of the mines 
of this district is based on the reply 
of one company to two or three ques- 
tions—those pertaining to  capitaliza- 
tion and to dividends. Evidently Mr 
Wilson could find no fault with the 
answer to the 108 questions asked the 
Calumet & Hecla Mining Company or to 


« the 110 questions asked each of the other 


companies. 

“He selected for the purpose of his 
confidential advance statement answers 
to two questions which had no bearing 
whatever on the controversy.”

Se attended by prominent business men from all 
parts of. the South, the St. Louis Republic makes a point that should 


_not be permitted to escape the attention of thoughtful people in the 


East and West. The evils which have followed immigration, it 
holds, are not due primarily to evils in the nature of the immigrants, 
but to their environment when they crowd into the great cities. 

Immigrants are needed, and very much needed, in the South. 
The interests of labor, morals, American citizenship, might be greatly 
subserved through intelligent distribution of the newcomers. Their 
own interests would be greatly advanced if instead of pouring in 
upon communities already over supplied with labor they should be 
directed toward communities where opportunity awaits them. 

The association named is pledged to support state appropria- 
tions in the South for promoting immigration, and it urges the states 
to send immigration agents to Europe for the purpose of turning 
the tide of immigration at least partly in the direction of southern 
states and cities. But its most important stand is taken when it 
appeals to Congress for legislation which will promote the distribu- 
tion of immigrants. Thousands of these landed in New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia, if properly informed as to the advantages 
the South has to offer, and if helped to reach points in that quarter, 
night be diverted from the congested communities of the North 
by moral suasion; but the federal authority is unquestionably in a 
position to determine for itself, if necessary, what the destanation 
of great numbers of those seeking admission to the country shall 
be. It would be little more difficult to distribute immigrants upon 
their arrival than it is to enforce the present restrictive laws. In 
the long run the immigrants would be benefited by even involuntary 
distribution; there can be no reasonable question as to the benefit 
‘hat would accrue to the nation from dividing into many streams 
the present main currents of immigration. 


Tue Chamber of Commerce'of New York 
city has before it a report on commercial 
education, from a special committee that has 
been advised by some of the best educational 
experts of the country. Creation, sponsor- 
ship for, and partial control of a college of 
commerce are recommended. If the great 
| trade body falls in with this recommendation, 
| it knows that it can count at the start on a 
gift of $500,000 from an unknown donor 
with which to build a home for the school. An additional quarter 
million also is in sight, so that, if the plan is favered, considerable 
momentum in the process of realizing it will have been acquired. 

The scheme includes a commercial museum, like those in Ger- 
man cities, and it may be said of the plan as a whole that it derives 
from Germany. So far as maintenance goes, once the plant is 
equipped and faculty gathered, the hope is that the city will assume 
pecuniary responsibility. That is to‘'say, the institution would 
become, in part if not in whole, incorporated with the urban popu- 
lar educational system, though under the joint supervision of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the College of the City of New York. 
But these are details to be settled after assent to the general proposi- 
tion has been registered by the Chamber of Commerce. 

Both the intrinsic merit of the cause and the conditions under 
which it is launched would seem to indicate coming final agreement 
to start the enterprise. Certainly so far as action of the city gov- 
ernment is concerned and the chances of commendation from that 
quarter, they have been improved by the recent verdict at the polls. 
New York, so far as practical facilities go, now has fewer wavs 
and means of giving its youth specialized training in first grade 
business administration than either Boston or Philadelphia. It is 
high time that it fell into line.

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NEARLY every housewife will agree with an 
article published in the Household depart- 
ment of the Monitor a few days ago under 
the heading, “Homes Happy Where All 
Help.” The very fact that all help is proof 
at once that the home is happy and that its 
happiness is deserved. From somewhere 
back in the remotest and darkest ages, came 
the belief that woman, the mother, the wife, 
the housekeeper, should bear all the burden 
and all the drudgery of housework. The world should have out- 
grown it centuries ago, but it lingers still. It clings. Women, out 
of the fulness of their affection, out of their desire to spare others, 
in the unselfish hope that they might give comfort to those around 
them and near and dear to them, have encouraged it. Thus, the 
mother is often the one toiler in the home. Thus the golden 
minutes and precious hours of her youth and maturity are consumed. 

Of course, there are exceptions. Of course, there are homes 
in which the housewife is permitted to do little or nothing. But 
as against these there are millions of homes that are literally tread- 
mills for wives and mothers, and in a majority of cases mainly 
because household servitude has come to be regarded by custom as 
the housewife’s appointed lot. 

This is all wrong. It is the outgrowth of a false conception 
of the relation of the wife and mother to the home. It is an evi- 
dence of the persistence of the primitive in advanced civilized society 
that should be destroyed. A simple means of destroying it is pre- 
sented clearly in the article referred to. The first step, at all events, 
is taken by the family recognizing the essential fact that the burden 
and responsibility of the household should be shared equitably by 
all, old and young. Such an arrangement provides only common 
justice for the housewife; it may mean the welfare of the family 
as a whole, the salvation of the children in particular.

The particular item in the rather 
miscellaneous combination of assertion and 
opinion that attracts the attention of the idle 
congressmen is that during his ten years of 
service he was only the nominal head of the 
system and that its financial policies were dictated by New York 
and Boston financiers, who exercised complete control. <A resolu- 
tion directing the interstate commerce commission to reopen the 
case is prgposed with the revelation of the financial overlordship 
as its basis. To what end? 

Mr. Mellen no more than confirms the evidence that has been 
brought out in the investigations of the months past, those of the 
interstate commission and the Massachusetts public service board, 
and in the flood of discussion. It is not new that financial interests 
of the two cities have directed the New Haven’s affairs and its 
general policy. The authorship of the ambitious scheme to monop- 
olize the transportation interests of New England is not held in 
doubt. If it were, there would still be a question if it were worth 
the special inquiry to have it revealed. Attention to railroad pro- 
ceedings has turned from reminiscence to a dealing with present 
conditions and tuture conduct. 

Without any reflection upon the value of past inquiries, which 
have to their credit the bringing to the public’s gaze the proceedings 
that were long held in concealment, it may now be said with perfect 
assurance that the public has the information it needs as a basis for 
bringing about a better order. The valuable report of the interstate 
commission owes its merit to the fact that it deals with present 
things instead of speculating on past performances, and _ tersely 
marks out changes in policies and in ownerslyps that are needed 
for correction. A new management, with its inheritance of com- 
plications, is showing its purpose to accomplish a rational conduct 
of affairs and has every proof of the public's confidence in its ability 
to perforin its task. 

Ardor for investigation having abated, and interest in progress 
hased on the ample knowledge now possessed having taken its place, 
there is the objection to the starting of new inquiries that they will 
divert attention to past issues, and the acts of displaced men and 
cause loss instead of gain to a forward movement. The best use 
that appears possible for Mr. Mellen’s-reminiscent statement would

Though not within its purview, the board casts its moral influ- 
ence on the side of the contention of the railroads, that increased 
cost of supplies, labor and taxation justify their claim on the inter- 
state commerce commission for the right to 1mpose higher freight 
and passenger rates, especially if road treasuries are to be called upon 
to finance equipment of trains and tracks with costlier mechanism.

It has often been said that if -Americans 
only knew how to do business with South American republics the 
volume of their trade with those nations might be immensely 
increased.

THERE are two educational instruments 
operative in the world today that might and 
should be made to exert an influence for 
good almost equal to that exerted by the 
cominon school of the press. One of these 
is the phonograph, the other is the motion 
picture. Every observant person must be 
impressed with the possibilities ot both, and 
it is only fair to say that the former is largely 
in the hands of people who are employing 
its influence to worthy purposes. Save in exceptional cases, the 
phonograph is certain to create a taste eventually, even among those 
now content with the crude and paltry, for better music, and, so 
tar as this taste may be indulged, for the very highest class of 
music. One great advantage the phonograph has over the motion 
picture as an educational instrument is its general use in the home 
circle. Here there is necessarily an additional check upon its lati- 
tude. The average home is a good home, and while it may not 
rise to the highest ideals in culture it is assuredly far above the 
lowest. And it is constantly rising. 

The motion picture is a commercial proposition almost exclu- 
sively. Its patron is the public. Its promoters are, generally 
speaking, desirous first of all, of attracting the public. The eleva- 
(10n of public taste has not been regarded by them as any part of 
their mission. It has been necessary for municipalities to censor 
their productions. Some of them are not censored now closely 
enough. Where proper regard is had for public morals, where the 
instincts of the exhibitors are sound, where the price ot admission 
and the throng do not mean everything, the motion picture 1s pleas- 
ing to people of taste, instructive and sometimes uplifting. 

The Monitor is told that the trend among film producers is 
toward cleaner, better presentations. This is encouraging. It is 
encouraging, too, to find that nothing is said in this connection 
about “giving the public what it wants.”’ The public can be educated 
to “want” things it should not have. It ought to be taught by selt- 
respecting public exhibitors to want things it ought to have. This, 
indeed, is not only essential to the morals of the public but to the 
permanent welfare of the motion picture business. [he motion pic- 
ture would soon cease to be an attraction save tor a very small 
element of society, and that the most degraded, if the downward 
educational process were pursued; only by reversing this process and 
lifting the exhibitions constantly to higher levels can they be made 
a stable form of public entertainment. As such they can be, and, 
as already said, they should be, made to exert a tremendous educa- 
tional influence for good.

Tue last Legislature in Massachusetts passed 
a bill enabling communities in the state to do 
certain things through application of the ret- 
erendum. Advantage of this law was taken 
in the recent election by the city of Fall River 
in order to determine whether the establish- 
ment of a city market was desirable. ‘The

tion was 8223, as against 1586 on the nega- 
tive, showing that more than five sixths of 
those who voted favored the idea. Fall River may now, therefore, 
at its pleasure, provide a municipal market at its own cost and 
under its Own management for the accommodation of its own 
people. It may lease property if, for the time being, it prefers not 
to buy or build. It may fit up a building with stalls, and it may 
lease these to market gardeners and farmers and others. In short, 
Fall River is now privileged, as a municipality, to step between the 
producer and the consumer to the advantage of both. In other 
words, to a large degree, it may take the place now held by the 
middleman. 

The experiment will be watched with great interest.. Munici- 
palities in the United States have from time to time essayed to do 
what Fall River is now privileged to do, but they have never gone 
quite the full length. That is, they have never undertaken to 
monopolize the receipt and handling and sale of toodstufts for local 
consumption. They have experimented with potatoes, chickens, 
eggs, turkeys and some other commodities, and they have gone so 
far as to “break” current prices, but they have not really taken 
the place of the middleman. 

[t is questionable that Fall River will go the whole length. It 
is questionable whether this would be wise. On the other hanc, no 
one thus far has been able successfully to draw the line in such a 
manner as not to imperil the municipal market idea. If the middle- 
man is allowed to remain in business, he manages to do business in 
the end more satistactorily to the consumer than the municipality. 
The two systems have not been able in the past to exist side by side. 
Public management has invariably gone down before private man- 
agement, so far as foodstuff distribution 1s concerned. Perhaps 
Fall River will be the first of the cities to prove that municipal 
monopoly of the provision business is practicable. 
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CoLoRADO should be interested in the fact that Switzerland has 
an investment of $160,000,000 in hotels and that this investment 
is being increased annually. But it has taken years of judicious 
and persistent advertising to bring the tourist business of Switzer- 
land up to its present pont.
